Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The variable "Y" in the formula shown in claim 7 is not defined. Please correct. 

Claim 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. The formula (Ar-Z-)sY(-Z-R'n)q does not contains the variable D although it is 
defined in the body of the claim. Please clarify. 

Claims 11 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The variable "n" in the formula shown in claim 1 1 is not 
defined. Please correct. 

Claims 13-16 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The variable R, defined as an optional bridging group, is not 
part of the formula 10. Please clarify. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
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the invention. Claim 17 recites the formula (10) but said formula is not part of the claim nor 
there language in the claim to show where the formula (1 0) is. Please correct. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 19 is dependent on it self. This is improper. Please correct. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described In a printed publication In this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6, 8, 13, 14, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Zhang et al., J. Am. Chem. Soc, Vol. 122, No. 23, pp. 5499-5509 (2000). The 
Zhang et al. reference discloses the reaction of monocyclopentadienyltitanium trichloride with a 
lithium ketimide ligand followed by the addition of MeMgBr. See Scheme 1 at page 5500. See 
also Experimental Section. 

Claims 1-6, 8, 13, 14, and 16-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Stephan et al., Organometallics, Vol. 18, No. 7, pp. 1 1 16-1 1 18 (1999). The 
Stephan et al. reference discloses the reaction of monocyclopentadienyltitanium trichloride with 
a phosphinimide ligand followed by the addition of MeMgBr. See Scheme 1 at page 1117. See 
also Footnote (27) at page 1117. Furthermore, the reference discloses the use of said 
compounds as being catalytically active for the polymenzation of ethylene. See Table 1 at page 
1118.
